That point is 
895 miles from the noi-tb pole, reckouhl^ 
geographical or nautical miles, DO of which 
equal <t little more than 69 statute milei. 


Lieutenant Peary's brave wife is a "Wash- 


ington woman. Hi-r mother and sisters 
still live here aud are well known and 
much liked. Mrs. Peary will come back 
from the arctic next summer or autumn, it 
is expected, with a baby born on the shores 
of icy Greenland. 


The arctic aud sclent ifio men of Washing- 


ton give Peary credit for having marked 
out«ue\v aud distinct field in arctic en- 
deavor. His methods are original, aud his 
field of operations, on a large scale, wholly 
new. 
He has demonstrated that the very 


highest results in the way of travel and ex- 
ploration may he accomplished by small 
parties. He and Astrup, the faithful Nor- 
wegian, uei-ethe only members of theparty 
which traveled across the continent to 
Greenland to the eastern shore two years 
ago. 
VTbeifUs the English government and 


other nations have sent out expeditious 
which cost a half million or more dollars— 
the English expedition of 1873 is believed 
to have cost.

nse of photographers," said one of the 
profession, "have agr-ntH traveling cou- 
ttiiutly nlmiit Hie country collecting the 
waste d innings of seiisitizcil paper that 
accumulate in every photograph gal- 
lery. 
They buy all tbey can find and 


pay for it in new nitrate, allowing the 
photographer u. good round price for hia 
waste. 
The •vviiBte ia shipped to tho re- 


finers, where the nitrate in the paper is 
separntiicl from it Vjy chemicul proceeaes 
and prepari-d for market again. 
This 


re-reiin*jfl nitrate is as good ua it was 
originally and is sold for just as lunch. 
The refinery, of course, make a big 
profit out of tho waste, and the pho- 
tographer is able to gut u good supply of 
material for the scraps 
that would 


otherwise lw of no uso to him. 


"When one thinks of tho great num- 


ber of photograph gaUurk-s and studios 
in the country and tha fact that the 
waste paper of them all is closely gath- 
ered by the refiners at a price that will 
average SU a pound, ho may get some 
idea of the pioportions of a business 
that is utterly unknown outside of tho 
persons directly interested.
